It is doubt lesn well l^nowii to you that, of late veins, tlie Hindus have 
litefhVy activity, puiJlv by editin'? numerous texts of their ancient Sanstfl 
partly hv (ran filing Kugli-li and Sanskiif woiks into llicir vcrnncukiM 
partly by pi educing* ...iginal conipnsi fa ms on subjects of a political, si 
religions ehaiaefer. Hut though these books ure very numerous, and in ml 
important, mid though they ha\o«an extensive e i mi hit ion among the Nat v 
only a veiy-jneoii‘«ideiable poition of them is at present accessible to Kuiopc:! 

¥ and tin* knowledge of these li'iv is, in ni(ht instances, duo to chnncn or "fTI 
will of disinterested persons residing in India. It is uii necessary for iis i 
the Fieri mis hindnmcc which has arisen from this circumstance, to a proper n 
of tlie Victual condition of India, and its inhabitants, equally from a scientili 
a political point of view, and in some degree, 'vo may mid, to a proper ndti 
of tlie country itself. Frequent attempts have, indeed been made by eel. 
booksellers in this country to remove (Ins iin]mdiincnl ; but they have proved 
unavailing. It is, theieforo, our conviction that there is licic an urgentl 
for the authoritative le^i stance of Government, ami that by this means olono (J 
of oriental studies in Knglaiul civi be adequately satisfied. 

This assistance would he, iu our opinion, perfectly justified; also oil legal! 
five of opr great Libraries nro entitled to a copy of every work published in tl 
EmpircC The law eonferring oil them this privilege was intended to pre 
ultimate loss of any such book. Hitherto, however, these Libraries have bi 
tieally deprived of (ho fruits of this privilege so for as India is concerned, c 
wo suppose, because the Hindus are unaware of the obligation* imposed on 
law to furnish copies of their publications to the Libraries iu question. #

rities be instructed to give their attention to this nftittcr, and least to collect! 
ly the* titles of all Native books and pamphlets thut issuq from the Indian Prtssj 

A dialogue of the publications of past* years, ft*’ complete as might 
pogJldc? would ulfto possess gient. value. Moreover, iiiasmutdi us a regular co 
intercJKiWe between the booksellers of iffdiff and England would tend to inc 
material lesourccs of Jbotli couu tries ami prospectively to G&ajcist ^benefit 
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Fiie ou the (‘duration of th^Natnin, wo would propose lliat the Iftdian Authorities k 
( to instructed to furnish tl*c public, with certain other items of information touching 
Ipokt published in India, agreeably to the enclosed form.

August, hy the Rcrrelnr) of the Cental Committee o 
the Lower Provinces, for the collection of works of Industry and Art for the Piui 
Exhibition of 1867, communicating an extract of a loltei from tho Secretary of Ktafe 
ror India, desiring that a collection should be made of the Literature of India.

£ftl, and publishing a descriptive Catalogue of tho VernAciilar Literature of Br 
cheerfully acceded to the proposal, though he felt that the effort to secure couture, 
And accurate returns for the year 186.5 would lie attended with jx'culinr d' 
kt tho close of 1866.
